Permanent immunity against 
the three major types of para- 
lytic polio is now possible with 
the Sabin Oral Vaccine, stated 
Dr. Glenn U. Dorroh. president 
of the Fayette County Medical 
Society. 

All UK students may obtain 
the first dose on Sunday. Feb. 
17. or Feb. 24. between 12-5 p.m. 
at the UK Medical Center. 

I)r. Dorroh said that at ap- 
proximately the same time that 
Dr. Salk, of Pittsburgh, develop- 
ed his vaccine. Dr. Sabin, of 
Cincinnati, developed the three 
oral vaccines. 

Explaining that Dr. Salk quick- 
ly got his vaccine before the 
people of America. Dr. Dorroh 
noted that Dr. Sabin distributed 
the oral vaccines in East Ger- 
many. Czechoslovakia, and Rus- 
sia. where there existed 800 cases 
per year per 100.000 people. 

•'Not one case of polio has 
been reported for those individ- 
uals; who took Sabin vaccine.” 

“Salk's vaccine, which cover- 
ed the three major types of par- 



“After a few months the anti- 
bodies begin to decrease, and 
booster shots are needed periodi- 
cally. 

"No booster doses are required 
with Sabin's vaccine which is 
taken by mouth. It is important 
that everyone have the three 
vaccine doses, each dose or lump 
of sugar resulting in permanent 
immunity for the particular type 
of polio,” Dr. Dorroh stressed. 

"Also, the Sabin vaccine, un- 
like the Salk vaccine, eliminates 
the carrier stage of polio. 

“With the Sabin vaccine, im- 
munity is transferred from one 
individual to another. The anti- 
bodies are transferred by ordi- 
nary contact.” 

Dr. Dorroh explained that Dr. 
Sabin "bactenologically cultured 
polio down to the three types.” 
Since some of the vaccine vir- 
uses are antagonistic to each 
other, it is necessary to wait a 
month between the three doses. 

"The program for distributing 
the Sabin Oral Vaccine has been 
sponsored by the Fayette County 
Medical Society in an effort to 
eliminate polio forever. 

‘•People from three months to 
110 years of age are perfectly 
safe in taking Sabin's vaccine. 
There are absolutely no after ef- 
fects from this vaccine." 

Dr. Dorroh added that since 
there are only eight or nine cal- 
ories in each lump of sugar, 
there can be no harmful effects 
to even the worst diabetic. Al-o 
there are no possible side effects 
regardless of age, sex. or allergy.

take the vaccine. 

"If we do have an epidemic 
now. there wouldn't be enough 
time for the vaccine to be etfec- 
tive: however, in three or four 
days, when we know more how 
we stand. I could better say 
whether the vaccine should be 
administered,” he added. 

Severe headache, muscular- 
ache. and exhaustion, along with 
a fever of 102 or above are signs 
of the Asian Flu. Dr. Noback 
emphasized this is not to be con- 
fused with the common cold. 

"If a person is obviously un- 
comfortable. we would like to 
see them. There are a lot more 
colds than usual now. The hard 
thing for us is to distinguish be- 
tween a cold and the flu.” he 
said. 



Louisville public schools were 
closed yesterday, because of an 
apparent epidemic of Asian flu. 
But there are no signs of an epi- 
demic in the University commun- 
ity. Dr. Richardson Noback. as- 
sociate profesor of medicine, said 
yesterday. 

" We have seen a few more stu- 
dent: with flu, but we've not yet 
seen any signs of an epidemic,” 
Dr Noback said. "We're keeping 
in touch with other doctors and 
hospitals, of course. We haven’t 
had the final word on an epi- 
demic.” 

Dr. Noback feel- the flu clinics 
held at UK last fall should help 
immunize students who partici- 
pated. There i n't time now to

Cuba Threat 

Recently President Kennedy has 
shown irritation at critics of his ad- 
ministration. and at the nations press, 
for believing and repeating rumors 
on Soviet strength in Cuba. The Pres- 
ident says he cannot understand why 
people will not believe administration 
spokesmen when they say Chiba pre- 
sents no threat. 

Perhaps the doubting public re- 
tails too vividly the assurances given 
earlier by the administration, when 
reports by Cuban refugees were label- 
ed “unfounded rumors. These "rum- 
ors were proved unsettlingly true by 
subsequent events. The “managing 
of news during the Cuban crisis, with 
Presidential approval, did nothing to 
inspire confidence in official pro- 
nouncements. Recent statements by 
members of the official family contra- 
dicting previously released statements 
on the U.S. role in the Bay of Pigs 
fiasco certainly would cause some 
citizens not overly dazzled by the 
Kennedy image to wonder whether 
the whole trute has been revealed. 

In an effort to regain the public 
confidence the administration, in an 
unprecedented two hour television 
“spectacular, showed innumerable 
photographs to back up its story. The 
President and the Secretary of De- 
fense termed this display necessary, 
but a danger to our methods of gatli- 
c ring intelligence. 

Some might even wonder at this 
statement by our harried leaders. It 
is hard to believe that show ing aerial 
photographs taken from planes Hying 
as low as 600 lei t will endanger these 
missions any more than previously. 
Surely the Cubans and the Russians 
have known all along what these vio- 
lators of Cuban air space were doing.

They 
opinioned that the address was most 
dull and uninteresting, but at the 
same time criticized those who show- 
ed such disrespect to the lecturer as 
to leave prior to the conclusion of his 
address. 

This is certainly not the first time 
such an exodus has taken place dur- 
ing the concert and lecture programs. 
Nor are we so naive as to believe 
that -our mere mention of this will 
do much toward remedying the sit- 
uation. 

One of the guest speakers recently 
commented that the Lexington audi- 
ence was the most hostile and uncom- 
municative before which he has ever 
lectured. 

True, the artist or lecturer has a 
certain obligation to establish such 
communication between himself and 
his audience. However, even it he 
fails to do this, we do not feel that 
such disrespect should be shown as 
to just walk out and leave him to lec- 
ture or perform to a greatly reduced 
assemblage. 

It is discouraging enough that art- 
ists should be so slighted in this man- 
ner at any performance. It is even 
mon distressing that such an occur- 
rence should happen with what is 
supposed to be a sophisticated audi- 
ence in a community which prides 
itsell on such sophistication and cul- 
tural awareness. 



How does that go again? 

Ah yes— experience is the lust 
teacher, especial!) when it comes to 
the problem of health. No one, but 
the person directly involved, can ac- 
tually describe what its like to be ill— 
to have polio. 

Today there is a way, however, in 
which the liklihood of having such an 
experience is extremely limited. This 
is through the Sabin Oral Sunday 
program. There's no pain, no injection 
—just place a sugar cube in your 
mouth, that's all. And still, after med- 
ical science has conquered this crip- 
pling illness, thousands of people w ill 
put it oft. They will sit at home Sun- 
day looking at television, reading a 
book; not thinking about what the 
future max have in store, they could 
become alflicted with polio. 

The odds are pre tty high, especial- 
ly when you stop to consider that the 
little treated sugar cube is free. 

It should not even be necessary to 
haxe such a program as Sabin Oral 
Sunday. Intelligent people and espec- 
ially educated Unixersity students, 
our nation s future leaders, should 
liaxe enough common sense to obtain 
the Sabin xaccine. 

Think for a moment, IIoxx many 
me mix rs of the N< w Frontier do yon 
see leading their country from an iron 
lung? 

But alas, it must be admitted that

The University of Louisville, 
which has had an open invita- 
tion to join the Missouri Valley 
Conference since 1961, has fin- 
ally become an official member 
of the MVC after a vote of the 
Board of Trustees. 

The membership entitles the 
Cardinals to participate in con- 
ference championships as soon 
as schedules can oe appropriate- 
ly fitted to the requirements of 
the MVC. 

Athletic Director Peek Hick- 
man said that neither the foot- 
ball nor basketball teams will be 
eligible for the championships 
next year because their sched- 
ules have already been made up 
and do no, fulfill conference re- 
requirements. 

However. Hickman said that 
the Cardinals would be able to 
compete for this year’s title in 
spring sports. This is allowed be- 
cause there is no set amount of 
conference same.- that must be 
pl.-yed since everything is set- 
tled by round robin tournaments. 

t'.L. therefore will he able to 
compete in the MVC baseball 
tournament a, M. Louis and the 
tra< k. golf, and tennis meets in 
Tulsa Mac 12 and IX. 

The 1963 football Cardinals 
have only scheduled two MVC 
opponents. Wichita and North 
Texas State. This makes them in- 
eligible for the conference crown 
since the conference requires the 
team to schedule all four other 
conference teams Bradley, St. 
Louis, and Drake do not sponsor 
football. Tulsa, North Texas. 
Cincinnati, and Wichita are the 
other members. 

As far as basketball is con- 
cerned. Hickman said his 1963-64 
team will not be ready to play 
full competition in the MVC. In 
order to compete for the cham- 
pionship. the Cardinals would 
have to play 14 conference 



games, seven at home, and seven 
away. 

“We will not be able to comply 
with the MVC basketball require- 
ments for next season, but we 
will play as many of the confer- 
» nee teams as possible," said 
Hickman. 

The Cardinals have already 
signed agreements to play teams 
for next season, so they cannot 
revamp their schedule. 

Hickman added that he had no 
idea how being in the conference 
would affect his scheduling. I 
will have to meet with the Ath- 
letic Board to determine ad- 
vanced scheduling, and I have no 
idea how it will affect our rival- 
ries with Dayton, Xavier. East- 
ern, and Western." 

In 19.19, Louisville was offered 
a bid to join the MVC, hut re- 
fused alter learning of internal 
difficulties in the conference. 
The difficulties have never been 
pinpointed. 

However, St. Louis Athletic Di- 
rector Bob Stewart speculated 
that it was due to the confer- 
ence’s unstable football situation 
at that time. 

Peck Hickman, on the other 
hand, said that he thought the 
difficulties arose from the con- 
ference expansion. He asserted 
that this problem is new solved 
and U.L. can enter a good strong 
confeience.
